Dear  Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

The  year  has  been  essentially  a  period  of  consolidation  with  further 
steps  being  taken  towards  functional  integration  of  the  three  branches 
of  the  National  Health  Service  preparatory  to  the  major  changes  envisaged 
for  1974. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  group  practices  to  evaluate  the  attachment 
of  nursing  staff  to  general  practitioner  groups.  There  has  been  an 
appraisal  of  the  working  of  such  community  care  teams  and  where  necessary 
suggestions  made  towards  improving  methods  of  utilising  attached  nursing 
staff. 

The  Social  Service  Department  is  now  established  and  links  have  been 
forged  between  the  Officers  concerned  and  Health  Department  staff. 

Relations  between  the  two  departments  are  close  and  this  is  an  essential 
ingredient  in  providing  total  community  care. 

With  regard  to  The  Child  Health  Service  preparations  were  made  for 
the  introduction  in  the  1st  January,  1972  of  the  integrated  Child  Health 
Screening  programme  with  computer  call  up  for  appointments .  The  Divisional 
staff  are  greatly  involed  with  this  and  preparations  went  ahead  in 
considerable  detail.  Several  of  the  part-time  and  sessional  doctors  together 
with  general  practitioners  interested  in  this  aspect  of  medicine  attended 
County  courses  at  Gately  Health  Centre  and  Easthan  Clinic  respectively  to 
familiarise  them  with  screening  techniques. 

The  parents'  first  introduction  to  the  schene  will  be  by  the  health 
visitor.  She  will  discuss  the  schene  at  her  first  visit  and  undertake  the 
first  group  of  tests  at  6  weeks  in  the  clinic  or  home  as  is  most 
convenient.  Thereafter  the  tests  will  be  undertaken  alternately  by  medical 
officers  and  nurses  who  have  received  special  training.  The  parents  will 
receive  a  postal  invitation  to  bring  their  child  to  the  local  clinic  at 
6  nonths,  9  months,  2  years  and  3  years.  At  4t  years  the  child  will  be 
invited  for  a  pre-school  medical  examination  as  at  present. 

There  has  been,  also,  testing  of  female  staff  from  schools  and  other 
departments  for  their  immunity  to  Rubella.  This  is  an  important 
preventive  exercise  and  women  who  have  no  natural  immunity  to  Rubella 
can  now  be  offered  vaccination  which  gives  protection  to  subsequent  unborn 
children  from  the  adverse  effects  of  German  Measles. 


In  the  environmental  field  I  made  reference  in  my  last  report  to  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  bulk  of  this  report  deals  with  a  wide 
variety  of  environmental  health  natters  which  have  been  dealt  with  during  the 
year.  The  surveillance  and  supervision  of  connunicable  diseases  cases  and 
contacts  continues  to  demand  a  considerable  portion  of  their  tine.  This  is 
particularly  so  during  the  foreign  holiday  period  which  now  appears  to 
extend  fron  April  until  October.  The  tracing  and  surveillance  of  contacts 
of  Cholera  from  areas  in  the  Mediterranean  proved  considerable  and  very  tine 
consuming.  The  trend  for  continental  holidays  continues  and  this  in  turn 
is  reflected  in  an  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in 
this  important  aspect  of  the  control  of  communicable  disease. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Costello,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support,  to  the  Clark  and  Chief  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice  and  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Committee  for  their  constant  co-operation.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS.  1948  -  1951 


Section  47 

Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated ,  are  lining  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  local 
authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any 
duly  qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
authorised  by  the  Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 


Section  50 

Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for 
the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  of  these  Sections 
during  the  year.

(l)  WATER  SUPPLY 


SECTION  V 

Sanitary  circumst.iNces  of  the  area 


The  water  is  provided  by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board 
whose  offices  are  at  Weaverham  Grange,  Hartford,  Northwich. 

The  ater  supplied  to  the  district  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
does  not  have  a  plumb o-solvent  action.  During  the  year  6  samples  were 
taken  by  our  own  Health  Department  and  23  by  the  Water  Board,  all  were 
bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  dwellinghouses  in  the  district  supplied  by  means  of 
standpipes. 


(2)  sewerage  and  sewage  dispose 


The  Surveyor  reports  that  during  1971  the  temporary  pumping  station 
in  Sutton  Lane  gave  satisfactory  use.  Work  was  continuing  very  success¬ 
fully  on  the  third  phase  of  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme,  which 
comprised  the  alterations  to  the  Toxm’s  sewerage  system.  This  work  involved 
the  closure  of  certain  roads,  diversions  and  a  general  disruption  of  traffic.

Work  continued  satisfactorily  and  up  to  schedule  on  phase  two  of  the 
scheme  which  comprised  the  sewage  works,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  was 
known  that  the  works  would  be  commissioned  very  early  in  1972. 

Existing  Sewers 

A  duplicate  sewer  was  laid  in  Brooks  Lane  to  give  temporary  aid  to  the 
surcharging  of  the  old  sewer.  This  was  brought  into  commission  during 
1971  and  since  that  time  Brooks  Lane  has  flooded  on  but  one  occasion.  The 
risk  of  flooding  at  this  point  and  also  at  Wych  House  Yard  and  in  Sutton 
Lane  before  the  canal  bridge  will  be  ceased  upon  the  commissioning  of  the 
Wardle  Bridge  Pumping  Station  very  early  in  1972.

Surface  Water  Flooding 


Concern  must  con  tun  us  -to  ^xrrrc'q3gd.  at  the  Bv,:r>— charsi^o  °f  the 
Cledford  drain  between  Alexandra  Road  and  Warmirxgham  Lane  and  this  can 
only  be  avoided  by  the  provision  of  new  storm  water  facilities  to  the 
north.  Further  concern  could  be  expressed  at  conditions  appertaining 
at  the  Kinderton  Culvert,  where  this  drain  passes  under  Booth  Lane 
and  the  canal.  Adverse  conditions  could  cause  a  considerable  amount 
of  sur-charging  at  this  point.  Major  drainage  works  would  be  required 
to  avert  this  hazard. 

(3)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  still  6  pail  closets  in  the  district  and  since  they 
are  considerable  distances  from  the  sewers  they  cannot  be  converted  to 
a  water  carriage  system  until  the  new  sewera ge  scheme  is  carried  out. 


(4)  REFUSE  COLLECTION  jiND  DISPOSAL 


The  Council  has  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse.  During  the  year  219 
bins  with  rubber  lids  were  sold  to  householders.  The  Council  collects 
free  of  charge  all  surplus  and  obsolete  furniture.  Garden  and  shop  refuse 
is  allowed  to  be  tipped  free  of  charge  at  the  Council’s  tip.  An  ample 
supply  of  soil  was  available  for  ’cover’  and  the  tip  was  maintained  free 
of  nuisance. 

Collection  is  by  two  Xarrier  dual  tipper  vehicles  with  compression 
plates,  one  vehicle  being  a  new  one  replacing  a  much  older  one.  Salvage 
is  kept  separate  from  refuse  and  almost  100  tons  of  paper  and  rags  were 
sold  for  £1,023  of  which  was  shared  amongst  the  workmen,

(5)  PETROLEUM  STORAGE 


Seventeen  licences  were  issued  for  the  bulk  storage  of  petroleum. 
Three  tanks  ceased  to  be  used  and  were  made  safe.  The  fees  amounted  to 
£52,  All  installations  were  inspected. 


HOUSING 


PROVISION  OF  NEW  HOUSES 


Private  Housing 

No  private  housing  was  undertaken  during  the  year  due  to  the  continued 
lack  of  sewage  facilities  and  no  detailed  plans  were  approved  for  the 
commencement  of  private  building. 

Council  Housing 

Work  commenced  on  the  erection  of  32  one  bedroomed  flats  and  6  two 
bedroomed  bungalows  in  Queens  Drive  on  the  remainder  of  the  land  forming 
Chadwick  Fields  Estate.  When  completed  these  will  substantially  reduce 
the  number  of  applicants  on  the  "Waiting  List", 

Housing  Improvements 

The  purchase  of  fourteen  houses,  numbers  40  to  66  Webbs  Lane,  was 
completed  and  work  commenced  for  the  modernisation  of  them.  In  addition, 
the  Council  was  preparing  a  scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  the  pre-war 
Council  Houses  to  be  carried  out  in  three  phases. 


Housing  in  General 


There  is  no  known  overcrowding  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  the  Council  nade  loans  on  28  dwellings  under  the 
Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958.  These  loans  amounted  in  total 
to  £39 , 191*  Six  standard  and  eight  discretionary  grants  were  made  amounting 
to  £3,479*  There  are  only  about  130  houses  apart  from  Council  Houses  which 
are  *  let’,  the  remainder  being  owner  occupied.  The  average  number  of 
persons  per  house  was  2.894* 

Slum  Clearance 


Four  houses  numbers  55  to  61  Lewin  Street,  from  which  the  Council  had 
re-housed  the  occupants,  were  demolished  and  the  site  cleared.  Of  eleven 
houses  condemned  in  Croxton  Lane,  five  were  still  occupied  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Two  families  still  remained  to  be  re-housed  from  six  houses,  numbers 
18  to  26  Sutton  Lane,  which  had  been  condemned. 

Three  houses  numbers  10  to  14  Seabank  were  condemned  and  two  families 
were  re-housed.  Two  of  these  dwellings  were  offered  to  the  Council  and 
arrangements  were  being  made  to  acquire  the  third  through  the  District 
Valuer,  with  a  view  to  the  vacant  sites  being  added  to  the  adjoining  Car 
Park. 


Closing  Orders  were  placed  on  numbers  15  and  19  Wheelock  Street,  but 
the  tenants  had  not  been  re-housed  at  the  year  end. 

Qualification  Certificates  -  Housing  Act,  1969 

Three  applications  were  received  but  only  one  was  granted,  the 
remaining  two  not  possessing  the  Standard  Amenities. 

House  Letting 

The  Council  has  a  "Points  Scheme"  for  the  selection  of  tenants  for 
Council  dwellings.  The  list  comprised  of  85  applicants  and  it  was  hoped  that 
with  the  erection  of  32  flats  and  6  bungalows  in  Queens  Drive,  together  with 
re-lets  that  in  1972  all  families  in  condemned  houses  would  be  re-housed  and 
the  "Waiting  List"  reduced  by  a  half. 

No  complaints  were  received  from  the  tenants  of  private  houses  regarding 
defects. 

Caravan  Sites 


There  is  one  site  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district  which  is  licenced 
in  accordance  with  Model  Standards  I960.  The  area  is  about  three-quarters 
of  an  acre  and  holds  nine  caravans ,  all  of  which  have  indoor  toilets,  water 
supply,  drainage  and  electricity. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

Pet  Animals  Act.  1951 

There  is  one  Pet  Shop  licenced  in  the  district  at  which  it  was  agreed 
not  to  have  dogs  or  cats.

All  Business  Prenisesf  Faxraq^and  aJbsost  one  third  of  dwellings  were 
inspected  at  least  once  and  treatments  given  as  required.  Treatments  at 
Business  Premises  and  Farms  are  charged  for,  but  private  dwellings  are 
treated  free  of  cost. 

A  test  baiting  of  15$  of  all  sewer  manholes  was  made  and  in  no  cases 
was  there  any  "take"* 

Smoke  Abatement 


One  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  and  an  incinerator  was 
provided  to  abate  any  possible  nuisance. 

Health  Precautions 


Eighteen  enquiries  were  made  in  respect  of  persons  returning  from 
Holidays  abroad.  In  all  cases  we^were  satisfied  they  were  free  from  any 
infections.

Dear  Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

The  year  has  been  essentially  a  period  of  consolidation  with  further 
steps  being  taken  towards  functional  integration  of  the  three  branches 
of  the  National  Health  Service  preparatory  to  the  major  changes  envisaged 
for  1974. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  group  practices  to  evaluate  the  attachment 
of  nursing  staff  to  general  practitioner  groups.  There  has  been  an 
appraisal  of  the  working  of  such  community  care  teams  and  where  necessary 
suggestions  made  towards  improving  methods  of  utilising  attached  nursing 
staff. 


The  Social  Service  Department  is  now  established  and  links  have  been 
forged  between  the  Officers  concerned  and  Health  Department  staff. 

Relations  between  the  two  departments  are  close  and  this  is  an  essential 
ingredient  in  providing  total  community  care. 

With  regard  to  The  Child  Health  Service  preparations  were  made  for 
the  introduction  in  the  1st  January,  1972  of  the  integrated  Child  Health 
Screening  programme  with  computer  call  up  for  appointments.  The  Divisional 
staff  are  greatly  involed  with  this  and  preparations  went  ahead  in 
considerable  detail.  Several  of  the  part-time  and  sessional  doctors  together 
with  general  practitioners  interested  in  this  aspect  of  medicine  attended 
County  courses  at  Gately  Health  Centre  and  Eastham  Clinic  respectively  to 
familiarise  them  with  screening  techniques. 

The  parents 1  first  introduction  to  the  scheme  will  be  by  the  health 
visitor.  She  will  discuss  the  scheme  at  her  first  visit  and  undertake  the 
first  group  of  tests  at  6  weeks  in  the  clinic  or  home  as  is  most 
convenient.  Thereafter  the  tests  will  be  undertaken  alternately  by  medical 
officers  and  nurses  who  have  received  special  training.  The  parents  will 
receive  a  postal  invitation  to  bring  their  child  to  the  local  clinic  at 
6  months,  9  months,  2  years  and  3  years.  At  4t  years  the  child  will  be 
invited  for  a  pre-school  medical  examination  as  at  present. 

There  has  been,  also,  testing  of  female  staff  from  schools  and  other 
departments  for  their  immunity  to  Rubella.  This  is  an  important 
preventive  exercise  and  women  who  have  no  natural  immunity  to  Rubella 
can  now  be  offered  vaccination  which  gives  protection  to  subsequent  unborn 
children  from  the  adverse  effects  of  German  Measles. 


In  the  environnental  field  I  made  reference  in  my  last  report  to  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  bulk  of  this  report  deals  with  a  wide 
variety  of  environnental  health  natters  which  have  been  dealt  with  during  the 
year.  The  surveillance  and  supervision  of  connunicable  diseases  cases  and 
contacts  continues  to  demand  a  considerable  portion  of  their  tine.  This  is 
particularly  so  during  the  foreign  holiday  period  which  now  appears  to 
extend  from  April  until  October.  The  tracing  and  surveillance  of  contacts 
of  Cholera  from  areas  in  the  Mediterranean  proved  considerable  and  very  time 
consuming.  The  trend  for  continental  holidays  continues  and  this  in  turn 
is  reflected  in  an  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in 
this  important  aspect  of  the  control  of  communicable  disease. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Costello,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support,  to  the  Clerk  and  Chief  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice  and  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Committee  for  their  constant  co-operation.

The  Middlewich  Urban  District  lies  within  the  area  of  the  Manchester 
Regional  Hospital  Board  whose  offices  are  at  Cheetwood  Road,  Manchester,  8.

(3)  GENERAL  practitioner  services 


The  District  lies  within  the  area  of  the  Cheshire  Executinve  Council, 
whose  offices  are  at  28  Nicholas  Street,  Chester.

(4)  AMBUMCE  SERVICE

SECTION  III 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS.  1948  -  1951 


Section  47 

Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  lining  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  local 
authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any 
duly  qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
authorised  by  the  Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 


Section  50 

Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for 
the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  of  these  Sections 
during  the  year.

SECTION  V 

Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area 


(i)  water  supply 


The  water  is  provided  by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board 
whose  offices  are  at  Weaverham  Grange,  Hartford,  Northwich. 

The  ater  supplied  to  the  district  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
does  not  have  a  plumb o-solvent  action.  During  the  year  6  samples  were 
taken  by  our  own  Health  Department  and  25  by  the  Water  Board.  All  were 
bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  dwellinghouses  in  the  district  supplied  by  means  of 
standpipes. 


(2)  SEWERAGE  and  SEWaGE  disposal 


The  Surveyor  reports  that  during  1971  the  temporary  pumping  station 
in  Sutton  Lane  gave  satisfactory  use.  Work  was  continuing  very  success¬ 
fully  on  the  third  phase  of  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme,  which 
comprised  the  alterations  to  the  Town’s  sewerage  system.  This  work  involved 
the  closure  of  certain  roads,  diversions  and  a  general  disruption  of  traffic. 

Work  continued  satisfactorily  and  up  to  schedule  on  phase  two  of  the 
scheme  which  comprised  the  sewage  works,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  was 
known  that  the  works  would  be  commissioned  very  early  in  1972. 

Existing  Sewers 

A  duplicate  sewer  was  laid  in  Brooks  Lane  to  give  temporary  aid  to  the 
surcharging  of  the  old  sewer.  This  was  brought  into  commission  during 
1971  and  since  that  tine  Brooks  Lane  has  flooded  on  but  one  occasion.  The 
risk  of  flooding  at  this  point  and  also  at  Wych  House  Yard  and  in  Sutton 
Lane  before  the  canal  bridge  will  be  ceased  upon  the  commissioning  of  the 
Wardle  Bridge  Pumping  Station  very  early  in  1972.

Surface  Water  Flooding 


Concern  must  continue  "Vo  v<>  ^ tiie  c,-'3,v~drmrfini>t^  °f  the 

Cledford  drain  between  Alexandra  Road  and  Wanuingham  Lane  and  this  can 
only  be  avoided  by  the  provision  of  new  storm  water  facilities  to  the 
north*  Further  concern  could  be  expressed  at  conditions  appertaining 
at  the  Kinderton  Culvert,  where  this  drain  passes  under  Booth  Lane 
and  the  canal.  Adverse  conditions  could  cause  a  considerable  amount 
of  surcharging  at  this  point.  Major  drainage  works  would  be  required 
to  avert  this  hazard. 

(3)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  still  6  pail  closets  in  the  district  and  since  they 
are  considerable  distances  from  the  sewers  they  cannot  be  converted  to 
a  water  carriage  system  ion til  the  new  sewera ge  scheme  is  carried  out. 


(4)  REFUSE  COLLECTION  i\ND  DISPOSAL 


The  Council  has  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse.  During  the  year  219 
bins  with  rubber  lids  were  sold  to  householders.  The  Council  collects 
free  of  charge  all  surplus  and  obsolete  furniture.  Garden  and  shop  refuse 
is  allowed  to  be  tipped  free  of  charge  at  the  Council's  tip.  An  ample 
supply  of  soil  was  available  for  ’cover’  and  the  tip  was  maintained  free 
of  nuisance. 

Collection  is  by  two  Karrier  dual  tipper  vehicles  with  compression 
plates,  one  vehicle  being  a 'new  one  replacing  a  much  older  one.  Salvage 
is  kept  separate  from  refuse  and  almost  100  tons  of  paper  and  rags  were 
sold  for  £1,023  of  which  ICP/o  was  shared  amongst  the  workmen, 

(5)  PETROLEUM  STORAGE 

Seventeen  licences  were  issued  for  the  bulk  storage  of  petroleum. 
Three  tanks  ceased  to  be  used  and  were  made  safe.  The  fees  amounted  to 
£52,  All  installations  were  inspected. 


HOUSING 


PROVISION  OF  NEW  HOUSES 


Private  Housing 

No  private  housing  was  undertaken  during  the  year  due  to  the  continued 
lack  of  sewage  facilities  and  no  detailed  plans  were  approved  for  the 
commencement  of  private  building. 

Council  Housing 

Work  commenced  on  the  erection  of  32  one  bedroomed  flats  and  6  two 
bedrooned  bungalows  in  Queens  Drive  on  the  remainder  of  the  land  forming 
Chadwick  Fields  Estate.  When  completed  these  will  substantially  reduce 
the  number  of  applicants  on  the  "Waiting  List", 

Housing  Improvements 

The  purchase  of  fourteen  houses,  numbers  40  to  66  Webbs  Lane,  was 
completed  and  work  commenced  for  the  modernisation  of  them.  In  addition, 
the  Council  was  preparing  a  scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  the  pre-war 
Council  Houses  to  be  carried  out  in  three  phases. 


Housing  in  General 


There  is  no  known  overxrrcrwiiTie  in  th«  'iis'fcx'ic-l:^ 

During  the  year  the  Council  nade  loans  on  28  44re’n--0o  the 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958,  These  loans  amounted  in  total 
to  £39,191*  Six  standard  and  eight  discretionary  grants  were  made  amounting 
to  £3,479.  There  are  only  about  130  houses  apart  from  Council  Houses  which 
are  ’let*,  the  remainder  being  owner  occupied*  The  average  number  of 
persons  per  house  was  2,894* 

Slum  Clearance 


Four  houses  numbers  55  to  61  Lewin  Street,  from  which  the  Council  had 
re-housed  the  occupants,  were  demolished  and  the  site  cleared.  Of  eleven 
houses  condemned  in  Croxton  Lane,  five  were  still  occupied  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Two  families  still  remained  to  be  re-housed  from  six  houses,  numbers 
18  to  26  Sutton  Lane,  which  had  been  condemned. 

Three  houses  numbers  10  to  14  Seabank  were  condemned  and  two  families 
were  re— housed.  Two  of  these  dwellings  were  offered  to  the  Council  and 
arrangements  were  being  made  to  acquire  the  third  through  the  District 
Valuer,  with  a  view  to  the  vacant  sites  being  added  to  the  adjoining  Car 
Park. 


Closing  Orders  were  placed  on  numbers  15  and  19  Wheelock  Street,  but 
the  tenants  had  not  been  re-housed  at  the  year  end. 

Qualification  Certificates  -  Housing  Act,  1969 

Three  applications  were  received  but  only  one  was  granted,  the 
remaining  two  not  possessing  the  Standard  Amenities. 

House  Letting 

The  Council  has  a  "Points  Scheme"  for  the  selection  of  tenants  for 
Council  dwellings.  The  list  comprised  of  85  applicants  and  it  was  hoped  that 
with  the  erection  of  32  flats  and  6  bungalows  in  Queens  Drive,  together  with 
re-lets  that  in  1972  all  families  in  condemned  houses  would  be  re-housed  and 
the  "Waiting  List"  reduced  by  a  half. 

No  complaints  were  received  from  the  tenants  of  private  houses  regarding 
defects. 

Caravan  Sites 


There  is  one  site  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district  which  is  licenced 
in  accordance  with  Model  Standards  I960,  The  area  is  about  three-quarters 
of  an  acre  and  holds  nine  caravans ,  all  of  which  have  indoor  toilets,  water 
supply,  drainage  and  electricity. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

Pet  Animals  Act.  1951 

There  is  one  Pet  Shop  licenced  in  the  district  at  which  it  was  agreed 
not  to  have  dogs  or  cats. 

Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

There  are  two  Dealers  Registered  under  this  Act,

All  Business  Premises,  Pamst^nd  almost  one  third  of  dwellings  were 
inspected  at  least  once  and  treatments  given  as  required.  Treatments  at 
Business  Premises  and  Farms  are  charged  for,  but  private  dwellings  are 
treated  free  of  cost. 

A  test  baiting  of  15^  of  all  sewer  manholes  was  made  and  in  no  cases 
was  there  any  "take" • 

Smoke  Abatement 

One  complaint  wa3  received  during  the  year  and  an  incinerator  was 
provided  to  abate  any  possible  nuisance. 

Health  Precautions 

Eighteen  enquiries  were  made  in  respect  of  persons  returning  from 
Holidays  abroad.  In  all  cases  we  “-were  satisfied  they  were  free  from  any 
infections.
